November 7 ballot, is either a 
critically needed measure to stop 
coastal plunder by developers and 
return sane control to the people, or 
it is a sweeping land grab which 
would 
cripple 
even 
needed 
development in a broad, ill defined 
coastal 
area 
and 
take coastal 
control away from the people Or. it 
is between these extremes. 
But moderate stances on this hard 
hitting initiative seem rare and 
everywhere in the state Prop 20 
boosters and enemies have arrayed 
considerable forces for media and 
other battles as the last weeks 
before the election ebb away. 
Behind the initiative, as they have 
been 
behind 
almost 
identical, 
doomed coastal legislation in the 
past two years, is The California 
Coastal Alliance, a potpourri of 100 
environm ental 
organizations 
including 
the Sierra 
Club, 
the 
Planning and Conservation League 
and others who claim support in 
their initiative drive of a majority of 
the members of the California State 
legislature, 
California 
Senators 
Alan Cranston and John Tunney, 
four counties, several coastal cities 
including San Diego and San Luis 
Obispo, several state educational 
organizations 
and 
a 
host 
of 
miscellaneous 
noncommercial 
groups. 
With $28,000 in contributions as of 
September 
26, 
mostly 
from 
donations 
from 
individuals, 
the 
Alliance is attempting an "end run” 
around the legislature through the 
initiative process. The groups* last 
chance of achieving their goals 
legislatively died this year when 
legislation almost identical to the 
initiative was killed by the Senate 
Natural 
Resources and 
Wildlife 
Committee after Assembly passage 
in spite of a yes vote by our own 
Senator, committee member Robert 
Lagomarsino. Under California law 
such an initiative qualifying for the 
ballot 
with 
some 
half 
million 
signatures becomes law with a 
majority vote and may not be 
amended by the legislature unless it 
so permits. 


Arrayed against the Coastline 
Initiative is a group called Citizens 
Against 
the 
Coastal 
Initiative, 
chaired 
by Long 
Beach Mayor 
Edwin Wade and managed by Clem 
Whitaker of Whitaker and Baxter, 
the

Proposition Nine, the broad-brush 
environmental 
initiative 
of

primary election

Agreement within 
I RA could 
escalate war 


BELFA ST <UPI > — British security officials said today a 
new agreement between the two feuding wings of the 
outlawed Irish Republican Army < IHA > could escalate the 
shooting war in Northern Ireland 
The death toll in just over three years of l ister violence 
rose Sunday to 615 when gunmen killed John Robert Bell, a 
22-vear-old part-time soldier of the Ulster Defense 
Regiment militia, in an ambush near Newtownbutler close 
to the Irish Republic border 
The gunmen opened fire on a car in which Bell, his 
brother and father were riding Bell’s father also was 
wounded 
IRA sources said the accord reached by two of its 
wrangling factions was defensive and was intended solely 
at protecting Roman Catholics against attacks and shoot- 
to kill threats by militant Protestants. 
But British security officials said the decision by the 
IRA's rival Official and Provisional wings to coordinate 
defensive operations could spill over into offensive 
operations. They said this would in effect mean the 
abandoning by the Officials of the cease-fire they have ob­ 
served since May 27 
‘ The danger is that this pact will bring us back to square 
one on a cease-fire, one security official said. “There is a 
very thin line dividing what the IRA calls defensive and 
offensive actions " 
The IRA sources said that in a series of meetings over the 
weekend, leaders of the militant Provisional and smaller 
Official Marxist wings agreed to “form a defense pact and 
tight side by side if attacked 
They said the impetus that brought the feuding wings 
together was the upsurge of attacks by Protestant extre­ 
mists on Catholic homes and churches and the statement 
Thursday by Protestant militant leader William Craig that 
he and his followers were “ prepared to come out and shoot 
to kill” to keep Northern Ireland British. 
Both wings of the IRA seek to unite mainly Protestant 
Northern Ireland with the mainly Catholic Irish Republic. 
But the organization split in November. 1969. over ideology 
The Provisional objected to the Marxist program of the 
Officials.

McCord reportedly involved in censor plan

congressman says he has discovered that 
James W McCord Jr., one of seven men 
arrested in the Watergate bugging case, 
took part in the drafting of a secret 
government contingency blueprint for im­ 
posing national censorship. 


Rep 
W illiam 
S. 
Moorhead 
of 
Pennsylvania said Sunday the clandestine 
plan, which he obtained and studied, could 
be instituted by the President during a 
limited war such as the Vietnam conflict as 
well as a “general war. " 


According to Moorhead, the national 


censorship plan details steps to be taken 
for opening mail, monitoring broadcasts 
and questioning travelers entering the 
country 
He said McCord participated in the 
drafting of a ‘ National Watchlist" as part 
of the censorship plan 
“I fear that this National Watchlist 
may. include the names of questionable 
individuals such as those collected during 
Army surveillance activities, and also 
collect similar types of information about 
American citizens." Moorhead said 
He said McCord, the former security 
chief for President Nixon s re-election 


committee, was until early this year an Air 
Force Reserve officer assigned to an 
Office of Emergency Preparedness (O EPi 
group which meets monthly to work out 
censorship plans. 


When men like James McCord are 
involved in political espionage and also are 
responsible for the official collection of 
information through a censorship system. I 
have no doubt that the National Watchlist 
will pinpoint individuals slated for political 
reprisal. Moorhead said.

ATHENS iU P Ii—When Sherry Lines woke up. watei 
already was gushing through the door of the airplane. She 
had four minutes to live or die 
She lived, but 34 other persons aboard a doomed Olympic 
Airways plane did not. 
Miss Lines. 27, from Britain, was one of 19 passengers 
and crew members who escaped from the Japanese-built 
turboprop YS11A after it fell into the sea minutes before its 
scheduled landing late Saturday after a flight from the 
island of Corfu to Athens 
The plane landed in rough water only 200 yards from a 
rocky coast and three miles from Athens airport, then sank 
in tour minutes. Navy frogmen found the broken wreck 
Sunday lying in about 60 feet of water 
Authorities said today they still do not know what caused 
the plane, part of the Olympic Airwavs fleet owned by ship­ 
ping magnate Aristotle Onassis, to crash. 
Miss Lines said she had dozed off as the plane made its 
landing approach

The anti-20 forces give these as their 
salient arguments against the initiative: 
The measure would in fact remove the 
coastal planning process from the people 
and relegate it to yet another layer of 
government 
elite, 
appointed 
boards 
stacked with conservationists and void of 
industrial representation 
—The initiative would work severe 
hardships on coastal urban areas involved, 
of which there would be several, and would 
amount to a virtual moratorium on all 
types of coastal development due to built in 
delays and provisions for lengthy and or 
frivolous anti development litigation 
In addition to generally retarding the 
economy, this moratorium would cause 
coastal property values to plummet and 
would amount to a state confiscation of 
property 
values and 
rights 
with 
no 
compensation to the property owner and 
with a resulting cost to labor and local 
governments and, hence, the public, of 
millions. 
—Local governments are already doing a 
good job of protecting the coast which is 
already substantially publicly owned and 
not in danger

“ was at home and answered 
a knock on the door 
“ A guy was standing there 
with a paper bag in his hand 
When he saw the man raise 
the bag. Calmelat sensed 
something

backward He was shot one 
time.’’ 
The bullet struck the edge 
of Calmelat’s right eye and 
he may lose his sight on that 
side, Elden said

whereabout, Elden would 
say only that he was taken

Calmelat was to testify

Every move Williams made, and 
he made a million of them, was as 
good as gold—even to taking ' Most 
Valuable Player’ ’ Tenace out of the 
ball game for a pinchrunner only 
hallway through the A s dramatic 3- 
2 triumph over the Cincinnati Reds 
in Sunday’s seventh-game clincher 
Tenace had. indeed, done his job. 
In the first five gam es of the Series, 
he slammed four homers to put 
himself in the Series record book 
alongside the likes of Babe* Ruth and 
Lou Gehrig. He didn’t break those 


fellow s’ 
record 
in 
the 
seventh 
gam e—but he did drive in two of the 
three runs. 
For this, Fiori Gino Tenacchi, 
which is the way he originally was 
christened, was voted the “ Most 
Valuable 
Player” award by the 
sports writers covering the Series, 
which means he gets a new car from 
a magazine. 


The A’s ’ first run was set up with 
one out in the first inning when 
Angel Mangual slammed a center 
field drive that center fielder Bobby 
Tolan misjudged, coming in and 
then going out and leaping and 
having the ball tip off his glove for 
an error that allowed Mangual to go 
all the way to third. One out later

Oaklanders storm airport 
in wild welcome for A's 


OAKLAND (UPI) — This industrial city of 362,000 on 
the eastern shores of San Francisco Bay went bananas 
Sunday night over a baseball team . 
Not 
any 
baseball 
team 
This 
was the Oakland 
Athletics, newly-crowned world champions who hours 
earlier beat the Cincinnati Reds in the seventh game of 
the world series to bring the first world title to the Bav 
area. 


Nearly 35,000 persons tried to crowd into the terminal 
at Oakland International Airport to greet their returning 
diamond heroes. However, only slightly more than 12,000 
were able to squeeze into the terminal. 
In contrast, a canned sardine would probably seem 
liberated 


Thousands more milled around outside the terminal 
and traffic was backed up two m iles on an access road 
from Nimitz Freeway 
Police finally sealed off the 
airport to all traffic. 


At least 1,000 rooters broke through police barricades 
and spilled on to the airport apron to surround the A s 
chartered plane after it landed This delayed welcoming 
cerem onies inside the terminal for more than one hour. 
Never saw anything like it 
just fantastic,” said 
Oakland Mayor John Reading 
Phil Mumma of the Oakland Port Authority was a bit 
more explicit. 
“You might think the Beatles or the Rolling Stones 
were here, 
said Mumma “This crowd is four times 
larger than the one which greeted President Nixon at the 
Oakland airport a few weeks ago. 
This is the best thing that has ever happened to 
Oakland 
The impatient airport crowd began chanting “ We Want 
the A s. We Want the A s 
after learning the charter 
flight carrying the team was more than 49 minutes late. 
But Po Po the Clown, a pair of green and gold-skirted 
hula 
dancers 
and 
the 
Oakland 
Municipal 
Band 
entertained the crowd 
Thousands of gold and green pennants and banners 
waved Arme Shecht, the No 1 A s booster, led crowd 
cheers into a microphone as 103 policemen set up 
barriers and tried to keep order. 
The din was deafening when the A’s players finally 
entered tne terminal 
Cannister-type horns blared. 
Banners fluttered frivolously. People scream ed and 
shouted Women fainted And at least two babies slept 
through it all. 
Some brought bottled cheer and offered it to their 
neighbors 
Some of the banners displayed by the crowd read: 
“F inley’s Dream Comes True - 1972,” “Rain or Shine, 
We 11 Beat Cincinnati All the T im e,” “ Modesto Loves Jo 
Rudi and the A s ,” “Gene Tenace Superstar,” “ Big 
Gam e Hunter,” and “Green for Sheen.” 


People cam e from up to 200 m iles away to catch a 
glimpse of the new world champions. They drove in from 
such distant cities as Oroville, Sacramento. Modesto and 
Fresno. 
Green and gold signs reading 
“Go A’s" were 
displayed throughout the city Though the scene at the 
airport was pandemonium, downtown Oakland remained 
deserted 


Two green and gold banners spanned Broadway and 
14th Street, the heart of downtown One read “We re 
Proud of Our Oakland Athletics-American 
League 
Champions. 
The other, more updated, said 
“A s We 
Love You. World Series Champs.” 
Reading said the downtown area would become alive 
with celebrants Monday when an 82-unit parade honoring 
the A’s will start at 11 a m. PDT at Lake Merritt and 
proceed to City Hall. Players and their fam ilies will ride 
in antique cars and convertibles and be presented with 
gifts by Reading. 


John Stim el, police desk sergeant, said there were no 
incidents in the downtown area to mar the celebration 
I imagine there'll be a lot of drinking in Jack London 
Square tonight,” said Stimel, “but I'm sure it won’t get 
to a point where it might get out of hand ’’ 
It was New \ ear’s Eve in October Confetti showered

Bando, the team captain, said, “we brought a world 
championship to a championship town ” First baseman 
Mike Epstein shouted, 
Let’s keep this trophy for the 
next 10 years.” 
While pitcher Hunter yelled, “ We re number one.” 
outfielder Joe Rudi merely sm iled at everyone and 
rasied both his thumbs. 
First baseman Don Mincher said. “ 1 hope* this night 
never ends 
Gene Tenace, voted the Most Valuable 
Player in series, said simply, “Thank you very much ” 
Reggie Jackson, an outfielder who missed the Series 
because of a pulled hamstring. limped to the microphone 
and said. “ With all the odds against this team , it’s a 
great feeling that they were able to pull together to win 
it.

That money, about $8 billion a 
year, comes from a trust fund 
financed by taxes on gasoline, tires 
and trucking tonnage 
Jealously- 
guarded by the highway spenders 
who would like to cover the entire 
country with a layer of concrete, the 
money can be spent only on more 
highways and related purposes 
The start which Volpe made in the 
Senate was fine But then came the 
House and there were doubts about 
how hard the administration had 
worked to break open the highway 
fund The road block of the Rules 
Committee was confirmed with the 
help of five Republican votes, and on 
a showdown in the House to override 
that committee 96 Republicans, 
including minority leader Gerald R 
Ford, voted no to 56 for help for 
rapid transit systems. The measure 
passed by the House provided states 
and localities w ith $29 billion for two 
years for road building only. And as 
a gesture to the billboard lobby it 
would 
cut 
down

committee votes by mumbles and 
mental telephathy 


Recorded 
committee 
votes 
have been required 
since early this year 
and that hawkeyed 
nucleus is now the 
Legislative 
Bird­ 
watchers. 
Inc. 
They’ve just come 


out with a three year cumulative 
Environmental Voting Index which 
appraises 
both 
incumbent 
Assemblyman W. Don MacGillivray 
and 
Assemblyman 
William 
Ketchum, a November candidate 
for the U.S. Congress from the 36th 
district which includes Crestview 
Terrace and Vandenberg Air Force 
Base 


Both MacGillivray and Ketchum 
were rated middling to poor in their 


environmental voting, though there 
were worse 
To build a basis for their ratings, 
the Birdwatchers monitored voting 
on 
selected 
environmental 
bills 
considered 
vital 
by 
major 
conservation groups like the Sierra 
Club, 
the 
Planning 
and 
Conservation League, etc This year 
there were 33 bills scrutinized out of 
291 
total 
environmental 
bills 
introduced so far 
These 33 focused on coastline 
protection, diversion of gasoline tax 
revenues into rapid transit and 
smog research, land use. and right 
of citizens to sue in behalf of the 
environment. 
The 
percentages 
are 
positive 
voting 
averages 
calculated 
by 
dividing the number of yes votes by 
the number of opportunities to vote. 
Absenteeism 
and 
abstentions, 
therefore lower the average. 
This session isn’t over yet but in 
voting so far. MacGillivray is listed 
as shooting 50 per cent from the 
Assembly floor to rank 59th among 
80 total Assemblymen, and spotted 
as 
voting 
57 
per 
cent 
pro­ 
environment in committee. 
Ketchum is calculated as hitting 
39 per cent on the floor, good for 70th 


place among 80 total Assemblymen. 
Ketehum’s ’72 average of 39 per 
cent is a three year low. the index 
reports, after 1970 and 1971 marks of 
46 and 58 per cent respectively. 
MacGillivray scored 75 per cent 
from the floor in 1970 and 71 per cent 
in 1971 making his current 50 per 
cent mark more than a 20 per cent 
slump His 57 per cent committee 
rating this year is also a dip from his 
60 per cent committee mark last 
year, the index details. 


MacGillivray was absent less than 
20 per cent of his committee 
assignments, 
the 
Birdwatchers 
continue, while Ketchum was absent 
from 
his 
three 
committee 
assignments more than 40 per cent 
of the time. 


Representatives

Birdwatcher 
onslaught unsoiled are sure to point 
out 
that 
the 
standings 
depend 
heavily on 
the choice of bills 
monitored. The choices of the major 
conservation groups are usually the 
more all-embracing or severe of 
several legislative alternatives and 
there are several examples of this.
